BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF LOYOLA COLLEGE 
STATEMEMT TO THE LOYOLA COMMUNITY 


At its meeting on December 2, 1971, the Board of Trustees 
discussed the future of Loyola in the light of recent discussions 
between a group of the Board and the Minister of Education. As a 
result of these two meetings the Board is issuing the following 
statement for the information of students, faculty and administration. 

In planning the rationalization of the universities of Quebec, 
the Minister of Education has made it clear that there is no room for 
another chartered Anglophone university in Quebec. He has also let 
the Board of Trustees know that, in spite of this decision, he sees 
a continuing universitarian status for Loyola, but in association, 
of a nature to be determined, with another university. The Minister 
would like Loyola to explore any options of this kind open to it and 
in due course present the government with a plan of what it would 
like to do and what it thinks is feasible. Until its position has 
been determined the students of the College, the Minister promised, 
will definitely continue to receive degrees. 

In exploring alternatives, Loyola will do so as an equal partner 
with much to offer and much to receive in any future association 


with another institution of higher learning. 


With the foregoing considerations in mind, the Board of 
Trustees at its meeting on December 2, 1971, agreed to explore 
with Sir George Williams University the formation of a new federated 
university, or a new mutually acceptable form of affiliation and 
appointed a committee from among its own members to meet with a 
similar group from the Board of Governors of Sir George Williams 
University. It is hoped that the combined groups will establish 
the framework within which the academic, administrative, financial, 
legal and other factors involved in a federation or an affiliation 


can be worked out in detail.
